1. APPROVE ORDER AMENDING CHAPTER 82 OF THE TRAVIS COUNTY
POLICIES, PROCEDURES, AND REGULATIONS AND ADOPT REVISED TRAVIS
COUNTY STANDARDS FOR CONSTRUCTION OF STREETS AND DRAINAGE IN
SUBDIVISIONS.  (2:12 PM)

Members of the Court heard from:  Gordon Bowman, Assistant County Attorney; and Steve
Manilla, Director of Engineering and Planning, Transportation and Natural Resources (TNR).

Motion by Commissioner Bristol and seconded by Commissioner Sonleitner to approve
Chapter 82, the Subdivision Rules and Regulations.

Clerk's Note:  The Court did not take a Vote on the Standing Motion at this time.

Motion by Judge Aleshire and seconded by Commissioner Gómez to amend the proposed rules
and the section relating to subdivision regulations in the extra-territorial jurisdiction of other
cities, to say that if the County approves an entity's subdivision regulations, then the County
adopts the identical regulations to the extent allowed by law to apply in that ETJ.

Withdrawal of the previous Motion was made by Judge Aleshire.

Motion by Judge Aleshire and seconded by Commissioner Gómez to amend Section 82.302 to
strike the exceptions that Travis County is making to the City of Austin Standards that would
apply to the ETJ of Austin.
